Warlom Industry Gives Promise of 


Great Development In the 


Years to Come. 


The output of peaUln the United 


States last year far ercceded that of 
any preceding year »nd the general 
Increase, which wss stimulated hy the 
war, wss shared by practically all 
branches of the Industry. Though er- 
tensively used ts fuel In Europe and 
widely known la the United States as 
R potential source ot heat and power, 
peat has been unable to compete with 
coal and many pe.it operators have ill- 
reeled their attention to the utilization 
of peat In agriculture with gratifying 
results. 


Teat fertilizer was first marketed In 


commercial quantities In 
l!KV5i and 


stock-food peat In Iftl2. and though 
there is still some prejudice ogalnsl Its 
nfe Ihe agricultural branch of the In- 
dustry has been successful and the 
quantity of fertilizer and stock-food 
peat annnally produced Is Increasing. 
I-arge quantities of these products 
were n-.nde last year, bnt the most 
striking development was the produc- 
tion of more peat In the Xew England 
States thnn has been manufactured In 
the entire United Ststes In all preced- 
ing years. 
Almost equally striking 


was the widespread interest manifest- 
ed In peat resources which bad been 
generally regarded 
as of doubtful 


Large quantities of peat or sphag- 


num moss were produced and utilized 
for sltlile litter, packing material, and 
snrpcal dressing, and several hun- 
dred thcusand acres of peat soils were 
us»fl for the growth of crops. 
The

How to Start Coal Fire. ' 


Although ». co;il lire alfrnys burns 


belter, especially at the stnrt. when 
lighted from Ihe bottom, It hns been 
•found to be much more economical of 
coal If Ihe jmper nnd kindling wood 
art placed'above the coal, says Popu- 
lar Mechanics Magazine. A few small 
coals and cinders are spread over the 
top of the kindling wood to enable a 
coal fire to be started. After the lop 
layer begins to hum properly, the fire 
will spread slowly downward. If the air 
draft Is right. This method secures the 
most complete combustion because the 
gases from the unbnrned coal at the 
bottom mnst pass through the burning 
layer at the top, and thus become com- 
pletely burned. It Is ndraittedly hard- 
er to build and control this kind of 
fire, but the saving in fuel often Justi- 
fies the extra trouble. 


Why Skunk It Typically American.

"It Is the sknnl," his Informer told 
him, "for three reasons: 
First, the

( frage, although feeling that it was a 
. small group of women holding the

Worm waves will reach Vancouver 


about Dec. 16 and 24, and tempera- 
tures will rise on all the Pacific slope. 
They will cross'crest of Rockies by 
close of Deem. 1C and 25; plains sec- 
tions 17 and 20; meridian DO, great 
lakes, middle Gulf States, Ohio-Ten- 
nessee valleys 18 ajid 27; eastern sec 
tions 19 and 28, reaching vicinity ol 
Newfoundland about Dec. 20 anil 29.

There is produced every year In this 


country sufficient forage to feed lib- 
erally all tho live stock of the land, 
and leave a good balance besides. The 
shortage of supplies each year.Is dna' 
to tho spoiling and wasting of for- 
age already grown, and the means of 
preserving thls.forago will solve the 
stock problem of the country. 
Tho 


principal waste Is now going on with 
the corn plant. It Is most noticeable 
In the corn belt states where perhaps 
60 per cent of the stalk and leaves of 
this most valuable forage Is' wasted 
'annually. The slip furnishes a means 
whereby all farm forage can be pre- 
served and placed In tho best possi- 
ble condition for feeding. The silo Is 
too well known to require a descrip- 
tion of this method, but Its use Is cer- 
tainly sadly wanting. It can be safely 
eald that a silo Is a proper equipment, 
and of great economic value.

Ing tliat chemical, so thnt tears them- 
selves nre poisonous; and diabetic pa- 
tients slied tears containing sugar.- 
' I'roni another point of view tears ' 
arc manifestations of emotion and al- 
ways spring fram-tlie heart. That Is 
to say one iloes not weep because of 
Hie mentnl processes of the brain-but 
because of the fcvllngii of (he heart 
Even If tho lenrs he hypocritical and ' 
Fummotic'd up for nil Insincere purpose 
they lire produced by Hie brain's work- 
Ing bnck to Hie heart and making an 
appeal to Its emotion. An eminent ac- 
tor when asked bow he was able to 
shod rcnl tears at will replied Unit he 
did so by calling to remembrance his 
father who was dead and whom ho 
greatly loved.

• Jt Is to be noticed, too, that tho 
nervous excitation which results in 
tears Is caused by grief, but not near- 
ly so much by actual pnln. "In the days 
before the use of anesthetics,1' says a 
great surgical authority',' "1 have hal 
patients who were undergoing opera- 
tions faint; I have heard them Cry but 
«nd scream until they made the by- 
(landers sick and pale, but rarely 1£ 
ever have tliby'shed tears."

BrogHe, (1767-1701); a French sol- 
dier and volunteer in the War for 
American Independence, cnme to this 
country in 17d2 in tho frjgate which 
brought two million five hundred thou 
wind livrcs for Congress. After his 
return he Joined the French Revolu- 
tionary army and lost his life, finally, 
during the Reign of Terror. 


"The day's journey from New Lon- 


don to Newport is heuvy work. H is 
about fifty-five miles of kid roads, be- 
sides which there are two ferries to 
pass. The first is of no consequence. 


Tho second, called Conanicul ferry, 


separates the mainland from the isl- 
and of Newport. It.is a Rood leaguo 
wide nnd not always safe. 
We ar- 


rived there nt night. The business ot 
emharkiiiR tho horses, and the nnxiet) 
of fear of some of the passengers nt, 
the bark rolled to nnd fro, was not at 
all amusing, especially nt night. _ We 
passed about an hour in this critical 
fashion, and at last tho 'pilot' finished 
by striking a sand bank nbout twu 
hundred steps from the place when, 
wo should have landed. All the pas- 
sengers, masters and servants, were 
compelled to work so as to disen- 
gage us. We jumped into the watei 
where it was about two feet deep, and 
thus it was that we made our entrance 
into Newport; 
that charming place, 


•--regretted by tho whole army, for that 


is tho way in which everybody speaks 
of it 
. 
. 


As my companion and myself en- 


tered 'this town with all these agree- 
able impressions, we immediately set 
ourselves to work to make acquaint- 
! ance with its society. 


• That same evening il. de Vauban in- 
troduced us at tho house of Sir. 
Champlain, well enough known to us 
for his wealth, but much more known 
'in the army for the lovely face of his 
daughter. She was not in the draw- 
ing-room at the moment of our arri- 
val, but she appeared an instant after. 
It is useless to say that we examined 
her with attention, which was.to treat

the nrniy at Providence. We quittea 
Newport with great regret, but not 
without first having, kissed the hand 
6f Polly Lawton. 


I do not mention the military works 


which the French army constructed 
around Newport, nor the defense ol 
the harbour, because I have treated 
those matters very carefully in anoth- 
er place. 


To go from Newport to Providence 


one has to pass two ferries; the first 
called Tyvcrton, is sufficiently formid- 
able and rather dangerous in heavy 
winds. The other, Bristol, is about a 
quarter of a league broad. 
Except 


the ferries, the road is very agreeable. 
The distance'from Newport to Provl- 
dece is about thirty miles. 


Providtiicc is situated in a forest 


and the river • Pawtuckct V>r Naran 
kas, which passes through it, is wido 
and navigable. It seems to have about 
eighteen hundred cr two thousand in- 
hnbitants, amongst whom are somy 
quite rich men, who have extensive 
commercial transactions.
